The MP for South Northamptonshire will today 
find out whether she has made the final two 
places in the race to becoming the new 
Conservative Party leader and Prime Minister. 

Energy Minister Andrea Leadsom will face a 
crucial vote alongside candidates Theresa 
May, the Home Secretary, and Michael Gove, 
the Justice Secretary, which will see Tory 
MPs whittle down the number of candidates 
from three to two. 

Whoever finishes third in the vote will be 
eliminated, with the top two - likely to include 
frontrunner May - then facing the 150,000 
Conservative members in a postal ballot. 

Ahead of today’s vote, Mrs Leadsom said on 
Facebook: “I am delighted with the support! 
Looking forward to next round!”

An ex-Labour candidate and PR boss 
from Northampton whose firm has 
been accused of ‘orchestrating’ a 
‘coup’ against leader Jeremy Corbyn 
has received a death threat warning 
he will ‘be coxed’ - in an apparent 
reference to the murder of MP Jo Cox. 

Kevin McKeever, an executive at 
London-based Portland Commu¬ 
nications who stood for the party in 
Northampton South at the last year’s 
general election, shared a picture of 
the note on Facebook on Tuesday. 


It reads: “Hello comrade, we’ve 
watched you leave this building, 
we’ve watched you on the strand, 
your blood is the price of your treach¬ 
ery, prepare to be coxed :-)” 

It is thought the final sentence is a 
reference to Mrs Cox, the Labour 
MP who died after being shot and 
stabbed in Yorkshire last month. 

The sinister letter comes amid 
new claims that Mr McKeever, who 
lives in St James, has himself 
played a part in the alleged ‘orches¬ 
trating’ in a bid to oust Corbyn - a 
claim which the 35-year-old denies.

One of the world's 
biggest eaters from 
America ended his UK 
tour of food challenges 
on a high when he took 
on a Man vs Food-style 
contest at a restaurant in 
Northampton. 

YouTube sensation 
Randy Santel, alongside 
his sidekick ‘Magic 
Mitch’ Dombrowski, 
stopped off at Mu Mu in 
St Giles Street last 
Wednesday night to take 
on the eatery’s belly- 
busting platter. 

He had just 45 minutes 
to scoff through six beef 
burgers, a bowl of cheesy 
chips, a 12-inch garlic 
bread, a chocolate bar 
and a large milkshake 
topped with a doughnut. 

But to the amazement 
of the crowd which had 
gathered inside the 
burger restaurant for the 
event, the professional 
eater managed to 
consume the whole plat¬ 
ter in just 16 minutes and 
46 seconds. 

His prize was the meal 
- worth £36 - for free, a 
Mu Mu t-shirt and first 
place on the restaurant’s 
‘wall of fame’ - where 
future diners have the 
chance of joining him if 
they can beat the 
challenge. 

Reflecting on his 419th 
win, Randy - who is also a 
bodybuilder - told the 
Herald & Post: 
“Northampton is one 
town I haven’t been to

before when touring the 
UK, and I have been try¬ 
ing between all of my 
various trips all over the 
UK to go to every major 
city and town - so my 
friends Joe and Grant 
organised this for me. 

“This morning I really 
didn’t even know what I 
was getting into because 
I kind of just let my 
friends create the whole 
challenge for me and it 
ended up being perfect. 
It was really good. 

“The six patty burger 
was awesome, I loved the 
garlic cheese bread, the 
chips were great, the Mu 
Mu sauce was awesome - 
so overall it was a good 
challenge and that milk¬ 
shake at the end was 


actually good, I really 
liked it.” 

After Randy - from St 
Louis in Missouri - took 
on the challenge, his 
sidekick ‘Magic Mitch’, 
who is from Green Bay in 
Wisconsin - also gave it a 
go himself, although he 
is usually seen filming 
the challenges for the 
pair’s YouTube channels 
- which have 220,000 
subscribers in total. 

Northampton was the 
final leg of the duo’s tour, 
as they both now embark 
on a tour of mainland 
Europe - starting with 
Belgium - having spent a 
month taking on food 
challenges all over 
England, Scotland and 
Wales.

Mobile library is a reading lifeline 



Northamptonshire's mobile 
library could be described 
as a forgotten service even 
though it brings communi¬ 
ties together. 

Last year, 2015/16, 8,684 
used the scheme across the 
county. It might not seem 
like a large number of 
people but it is a vital lifeline 
for those it serves in remote 
communities. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council’s mobile library 
service visits villages and 
towns across the county 
which do not have one of the 
county’s 36 ‘bricks and 
mortar’ libraries. 

Every year the service is 
reviewed, including where it 
visits and what impact it is 
having in each location. 

Places it goes to includes 
villages like Kingscliff, Little 
Stanion, Pitsford, 

Silverstone, Warkton, 
Weedon, Yardley Hastings 
and Yarwell. 

The county has two mobile 
libraries and one driver who 
takes each library out on the 
county’s roads. 

Anne Lovely, strategic 
development and income 
generation manager at the 
library service, said: “The 
mobile library service does 
bring communities togeth¬ 
er. 

“We visit customers who 
are socially isolated. 

“We listen to what people 



tell us and visit new commu¬ 
nities like Mawsley and 
Little Stanion where new 
housing developments have 
gone up. 

“This gives people the 
opportunity to come out, 
meet their neighbour and 
borrow a book or get their 
bus pass renewed. 

“The service allows people 
to borrow books, DVDs or 
audio books. 

“What we have noticed is a 
lot of families use the 
service. 

“They bring younger 
children along to choose 
their books.” 

Lots of people do not even 
know the service exisits and 
getting the word out can 
make a big difference to 
these communities.

‘Thriving’ county 
faces skills gap

Business is booming in 
Northamptonshire - and the 
figures back this up - but the 
sound of that boom is being 
muffled more than ever by 
the difficulty in finding 
enough skilled people. 

More than three quarters of 
companies in the county fear 
growth will be held back by 
skills shortages according to 
this year’s poll by financial 
and business advisers Grant 
Thornton. 

The survey of more than 100 


local businesses, published 
this week at the 2016 
Northants Limited event, 
showed a significant increase 
in turnover, profitability and 
employment. 

But the poll results also 
revealed that 83 per cent of 
companies in the area are 
worried that a skills shortage 
will ‘hold back business 
growth’, while 59 per cent of 
respondents believe the skills 
gap is the most important 
area to address to improve 
the county’s economic 
future. Elsewhere, other pri¬ 
orities chosen were infra¬ 
structure improvements - 


with 20 per cent - a stronger 
business network - with 10 
per cent - and better access to 
funding - with eight per cent. 

Mike Hughes, of Grant 
Thornton, said: “The 

Northants economy is thriv¬ 
ing with many ambitious, fast 
growing businesses looking 
to expand further. However, 
our poll highlights the ongo¬ 
ing concern about skills 
shortages across the region. 

“Companies are continuing 
to find it difficult to recruit 
the right people with the 
right skills with the majority 
predicting this will impact on 
growth plans going forward.”

School teachers stage 24-hour walk out 


Hundreds of children in 
Northants were hit by 
school closures or disrup¬ 
tion on Tuesday after their 
teachers walked out on a 
24-hour strike in dispute 
with the Government over 
the ‘underfunding’ of 
schools. 

At least three schools in 
the county closed to all year 
groups, and a number of 
others remained open to a 


few year groups after mem¬ 
bers of the National Union of 
Teachers walked out. 

Ecton Brook Primary 
School in Northampton, 
Sywell C Of E Primary 
School and Wollaston 
School in Wellingborough 
were among those which 
shut, while Weston Favell 
Academy and Northampton 
Academy closed to a num¬ 
ber of year groups. 


The strike took place after 
the union voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly in favour of industrial 
action, with its main 
demand being to increase 
funding to schools.

D-day for Tory 
leader hopeful

The Brexit MP for South 
Northants will today 
find out whether she has 
made it to the final stage 
in the race to becoming 
the Conservative leader 
and Prime Minister. 

Energy Minister 
Andrea Leadsom 
revealed last Thursday 
she would be throwing 
her hat into the contest 
to be Tory leader, joining 
Home Secretary Theresa 
May, Justice Secretary 
Michael Gove, Stephen 
Crabb and Liam Fox. 

The 53-year-old former 
banker - endorsed by 
former Mayor of London 



Boris Johnson - officially 
launched her campaign 
on Monday in West¬ 
minster, telling journal¬ 
ists she would begin the 
process for Britain’s exit 
from the EU as soon as 
she became PM. 

All five candidates then 
faced the first round of 
votes on Tuesday - where 
Tory MPs had to narrow 
the field down to four, 
with the candidate with 


the least number of votes 
being eliminated. 

May won the vote with 
165 of the 329 votes cast, 
while Leadsom came 
second with 66 votes. 

Gove got 48, and Crabb 
got 34 votes. Fox got 16, 
meaning he was out. 

Shortly afterwards, 
Crabb also dropped out, 
leaving just May, 
Leadsom and Gove in 
the race. 

A final vote will take 
place today to whittle it 
down to two candidates, 
who will then face the 
150,000 Tory members in 
a postal ballot sometime 
in July/August, following 
a series of hustings 
across the country. The 
result will be announced 
on September 9. 


PR exec breaks silence after threat 


The former Labour can¬ 
didate for Northampton 
South, Kevin McKeever, 
has spoken out over a 
death threat which has 
been sent to him in 
recent days. 

The sinister note, 
which warns he will be 
‘coxed’ - in an alleged 
reference to the killing of 
MP Jo Cox - was sent 
amid allegations the PR 
firm Mr McKeever works 
for in London has been 
‘orchastrating’ a ‘coup’ 
to oust Labour leader 
Jeremy Corbyn. 


Following the note, Mr 
McKeever - who also 
stood in the police and 
crime commissioner 
elections in Northants 
this year - said in a 
Facebook post: “Many of 
you will have read posts 
on a blog suggesting a 
link between me, my 
workplace and the 
moves by Labour MPs in 
Parliament. They have 
no basis in truth. 

“I’ve made my personal 
views clear on our 
party’s leadership. 

“I have, however, been 


silent for the past few 
days due to a 
hand-delivered death 
threat, suggesting I 
should be ‘coxed’, a 
reference to the murder 
two weeks ago of Labour 
MP, Jo Cox. 

“On the advice of the 
police and in the 
interests of the personal 
safety of me, my family, I 
will not be commenting 
further. 

“We have a Labour 
Party to return to after 
this mess. I hope we all 
reflect.

Police confirm no 
rise in hate crime

Police in Northamptonshire are urging 
people to report hate crimes if they happen, 
despite the county not reflecting a rise in 
incidents across the country. 

There has been a 57 per cent increase in 
reporting to True Vision, the national police 
online hate crime recording website, 
compared to the same time last month. 

However officers in Northamptonshire have 
reviewed reports of hate crime in the county 
over the last five days and have confirmed 
there hasn’t been an increase in locally report¬ 
ed incidents following the EU referendum. 

Corby is standing tall against any hate crime 
in the borough. At a full council meeting last 
week, the leader of Corby Borough Council, 
Cllr Tom Beattie, proposed the following 
motion, which was unanimously supported 
by all councillors. 

“It is noted Northamptonshire Police have to 
date not seen an increase in reported 
incidents and this is welcomed. 


“The council feels it is important that Corby 
Borough clearly demonstrates its support for 
all members of the local community who are 
working and living in our Borough.” 

As such, the council approved a statement 
which included in it: “We are proud to live in 
our country. This council condemns racism, 
xenophobia and hate crimes unequivocally. 
We will not allow hate to become acceptable. 

“The council welcomes all new members of 
our community who have chosen Corby as 
their place to live, work and raise their family 

“The council will continue to work with 
others to ensure that local bodies, agencies 
and programmes have the support and 
resources they need to fight and prevent 
racism and xenophobia. 

“We reassure all people living in Corby 
Borough that they are valued members of the 
local community.” 

Cllr Beattie added: “As said, Corby Borough 
Council does not and will not tolerate any 
kind of hate crime or racial abuse and I hope 
that residents and visitors will now be able to 
have the confidence that they are extremely 
valued as members of this borough.”

A student has thanked an 
off-duty paramedic and 
nurse who rushed to his aid 
after his car crashed and 
overturned.

Zach, who is studying 
International Relations at the 
university, told the H&P: “I 
would like to thank them 
both and the other passers-by 
who came over to help.

“Had I been worse off I 
would have been in good 
hands with both of them 
there.

American actress Lindsay 
Lohan has accepted an invi¬ 
tation by the MP for Kettering 
to turn on the town’s 
Christmas lights following 
her EU referendum outburst 
on Twitter. 

Philip Hollobone made the

#KETTERING where are you 
& why is this woman 
BBCNews speaking on people 
rather than TELLING us what 
happens if the UK LEAVES?”

MP made the invitation, 
Lohan posted a tweet to 
accept the offer - much to the 
surprise of the Mean Girl 
actress’ 9.2 million followers.

Plastic fantastic

It is a small piece of plastic 
which fits into your wallet 
or purse and has given 
millions of people the 
power to buy what they 
want - and it all started in 
Northampton. 

On June 29, 1966, 

Barclaycard launched the 
first credit card with a six- 
page business strategy, an 
investment of £20,000, and 
30 employees who operated 
from a converted shoe and 
boot factory in 

Northampton. 

Within 12 months, more 
than a million consumers in 
the UK had signed up for a

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Summer in Northants - a time for war... 


This week it's back to the Wars of 
the Roses and the 1460 Battle of 
Northampton, writes Mike Ingram. 

The battle was the first major 
engagement in what is now known 
as the war of succession that ended 
with Britain’s bloodiest battle at 
Towton in Yorkshire. 

The battle is of national impor¬ 
tance because it was the only time 
during the wars that a fortified 
camp was assaulted; the first use of 
massed guns; and the last time 
protracted negotiations proceeded 
a battle. 

Also, in the immediate aftermath, 
Richard of York returned from 
Ireland and for the first time 
pressed his dynastic claim to the 
throne. It was also the first battle 
for Edward, Earl of March and with¬ 
in a year, he would be proclaimed 
King Edward IV. 

On June 25 Edward, Earl of March, 
Richard Neville, Earl of Warwick 
(the Kingmaker), and his uncle 
George Neville, Lord Fauconberg, 
landed at Sandwich in force. By July 
2 they were in London. On the 5th, 


Warwick marched north via St 
Albans with a train of artillery. 

On hearing the news that the 
Yorkists had returned from France, 
King JJenry VI and Margaret of 
Anjou left Coventry for 
Northampton with their army 
under the command of the Duke of 
Buckingham. 

The Yorkist army marched north 
through Dunstable, Towcester and 
Blisworth. They then spent the 
night before the battle on a 
‘mountain’ outside the 
town, probably Hunsbury 
Hill, the site of the ancient 
hill fort. The next morning, 
the Yorkists sent Richard 
Beauchamp, Bishop of y 
Salisbury with other clerics 
and an armed guard to the 
King with a list of grievances. 

He was quickly rebuffed. 

Unperturbed, Warwick sent 
another delegation, this time, the 
Bishop of Hereford who was leading 
it, changed sides and urged the 
Lancastrians to fight. A third 
delegation was sent. This time they 


brought a chilling message from 
Warwick that he would either talk 
with the King or die. The threat was 
ignored, and the delegation once 
again rebuffed. It was the last time 
protracted negotiations proceeded 
a battle. Warwick ordered his army 
to attack and began to move them 
into position. The Papal Legate who 
was with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury watching from 
Queen Eleanor’s Cross 
(which according to one 
chronicler was already 
headless), excommuni¬ 
cated all the 
Lancastrian army.

men, charged straight into 
Warwick’s men . In a battle that 
lasted half an hour, the cavalry were 
pushed back to the gates and cut 
down. During the battle, ‘le 
seigneur de Greriffin’ was captured 
and later executed. The Newsletter 
from Bruges tells us that there was a 
torrential downpour, which, “forced 
them to come out of that place and 
encounter Warwick”. 

Hall says it was Beaumont, who 
with a small force, attacked 
Warwick’s men as they approached 
but were easily swept aside. A 
division of the Yorkists led by Sir 
John Stafford and Lord Scrope of 
Boulton then attacked the town, 
burning part of it. 

With the town now in their hands, 
the Yorkists turned their attention 
to the field fortifications and in 
three divisions, began to march 
towards the Lancastrians. From the 
outset, as with all best laid plans, 


things started to go horribly wrong 
for the Lancastrians. For some 
unexplainable reason (possibly the 
weather or an incorrect mixture of 
gunpowder), their guns failed to 
fire. The chroniclers tell us that the 
clash continued for a half an hour, 
then to Buckingham and the other 
earls’ surprise, there came a shout 
from his far left. Lord Grey’s men 
were helping Edwards’s troops over 
the defences and were now swarm¬ 
ing through the position. 

It was all over for the 
Lancastrians. Many were killed in 
the ensuring rout. Some would have 
tried to reach the nearby bridge but 
would have been stopped by 
Fauconberg’s men. Many more 
poured out the back of the camp 
heading east. Many would have 
been hunted down and killed as 
they fled.

Tragic death of 
Northants biker

A Northamptonshire 
Coroner’s court heard a father 
speak of his pride and joy in 
his ‘petrolhead’ son who was 
tragically killed in a motorcy¬ 
cle accident in Northampton 
on December 16. 

On Wednesday, the court 
was told how 35-year-old 
Simon Peter Lawrence died 
after he collied with a black 
BMW in the Wellingborough 
Road nine days before 
Christmas. 

In his statement to the court 
which was read out by the 
senior coroner for 
Northamptonshire, Anne 
Pember, Simon’s father, Peter 
Lawrence said: “My son was 
tragically killed on 
Wednesday, December 16. 

“He was born to proud par¬ 
ents, Peter and Denise on 
Octobner 13, 1980 in Kings 
Lynn, Norfolk.” 

Mr Lawrence said: “Simon 
was a real petrolhead and he 
was always playing with and 
polishing bikes and cars. The 
family workshop became his 
playground. 

“In 2001 he passed his Class 
1 and Class two HGV driving 
licence and it was while work¬ 
ing for DHL in Corby that he 
met Alison. They got engaged 


to be married after a roman¬ 
tic trip to Paris They had a 
baby called Ruby who Simon 
was besotted with. 

“Simon was the life and soul 
of the party and always made 
us all laugh every day. 

“He loved his children and 
his beloved Alison.” 

On Wednesday, December 
16, at about 5.15pm, Simon 
was travelling along the 
Wellingborough Road at what 
the court was told was 56 
mph on his Black Kawasaki 
ZX when he appeared to try 
and swerve past a BM which 
was doing a u-turn in the 
road. 

In his statement which was 
read out by the corner, Dr C 
Johnson from Leicester Royal 
Infirmary said great trauma 
had been caused to the 
deceased chest which was 
consistent with a collision 
with a vehicle. 


He said a toxicology report 
showed Mr Lawrence had 
used cannabis prior to his 
death. 

Dr Johnson felt the drug 
would have impaired his 
driving ability and was a con¬ 
tributory factor in his death 
as he would have been driv¬ 
ing under the influence. 

Giving his evidence, PC 
John Hoddle said: “Mr 
Lawrence was travelling at 
nearly double the speed limit 
and this with the impairment 
of the drugs were major fac¬ 
tors in the collision.” 

The senior coroner, Anne 
Pember said: “I am sure he 
died doing what he loved and 
that was riding his bike. 

“He was travelling in excess 
of the speed limit and had 
recently taken cannabis. 

“The verdict I am going to 
insert is accidental death due 
to a road traffic collision.”

THIS suburban house in the 
back streets of a famous seaside 
town hides connections to one of 
the world’s most rock-and-roll 
bands, Led Zeppelin. 

It was once the home of Peter 
Grant, band manager 
extraordinaire and most 
famously the person who helped 
steer Led Zeppelin to huge 
success. He also looked after 
other artists including Chuck 
Berry, Little Richard, Bad 
Company and The Yardbirds. 

Grant was described in one 
documentary as “one of the 
shrewdest and most ruthless 
manager in rock history” and 
it’s said that Led Zeppelin’s 
success outside the recording 
studio was mostly down to him. 

He negotiated the band’s 
lucrative five-album contract 
with Atlantic Records and he’s 
also why Led Zeppelin’s TV 
appearances were rare; Grant 
believed in live performances as 
the best way to promote albums. 

A hulk of a man, Grant had 
been an actor before getting into 
band management and later 
became famous in his own right 
when he took a starring role in 
the 1976 Led Zeppelin 



rockumentary The Song 
Remains the Same. 

In 1989 he retired from band 
management, overcame a 
cocaine addiction, lost a lot of 
weight and moved to Eastbourne 
- a far cry from his rock and roll 


years - but died in 1995 from a 
heart attack. 

His Eastbourne home 
remained in the Grant family 
until 2013 but is now for sale 
with agent Strutt & Parker (01273 
475411) for £1 million. The house 
has been extensively refurbished 
and has been featured in several 
interior design magazines. It is 
also due to feature in a Channel 
4 property programme later this 
year. 

Fittingly, the house now 
features a hand-carved circular 
stairway, although it only leads 
to its four bedrooms and 
bathrooms, not to heaven.

One person who knows all 
about this is the owner of a 
three-bedroom fishing lodge in 
Hertfordshire, which will be 
familiar to many crime series 
fans. 

Appearances include half a 
dozen well-known BBC and ITV 
murder mysteries including an 
episode of BBCl’s Waking The 
Dead and an episode of 
Midsomer Murders.

It’s a gold star for Ducato

DUCATO is an old Italian name 
for a gold coin - one which has 
paid dividends for FIAT 
Professional. 

The sixth generation of the

AMAZING as it may sound there 
is a high proportion of new 
drivers out there who have 
never experienced driving a 
petrol car. 

The rise of the diesel some 
years ago shunted this once 
almost universal power option 
into the sidings but things began 
to change with a whole new 
generation of petrol engines, 
often turbocharged and inter- 
cooled that have laid to rest 
many of the old disadvantages 
associated with these engines. 

The fact that the 1, 197cc 
petrol powered Nissan Pulsar I 
drove recently has a combined 
fuel economy figure of 56.5mpg 
underlines just what the modern 
petrol engine can do. 

The Pulsar is a compact 
hatchback which operates in that 
sector of the market dominated 
by cars like the VW Golf and 
Vauxhall Astra. It is without 
doubt one of the best kept 
secrets of the market segment 
because Nissan has been better 
known for the success of cars 
like the Qashqai crossover and 
Juke hatchback. 

The N-Tec DiG-T I 15 version I 
drove will set you back £ 19,295 
on the road and offers a lot for 
the money. 


For a start, its build quality is 
excellent, with quality materials 
used all round and it is a very 
comfortable car with a ride 
quality equalling, if not exceeding 
cars costing more money. 

There is also a long list of 
features that come as standard. 
These include forward emergen¬ 
cy braking ABS, EBD, ESP and 
Brake Assist and Active Trace 
Control. The list also includes 
a tyre-pressure monitoring 
system, something once unheard 
of on cars of this size. 

There is also the new touch 
screen navigation and entertain¬ 
ment system. This Pulsar also 
features a DAB radio, reversing 
camera and bang up to date USB 
and iPod connectivity. It has the 
longest wheelbase in its class 
and rear passenger legroom 
is nearly 700mm greater than 
your average family car, offering 
generous boot space. There are 
some clever ideas inside such as 
sculpting out the door trims to 
create the wide armrests. 

With a frontal look mirroring 
in some ways the Qashqai, the 
whole styling is neat, functional 
and lacks any sort of cheap 
gimmickry. Like the Golf, the 
Pulsar is solid dependable and 
well-made. All the ingredients 
for the modern pocket premium 
which is in such demand.

Electric car sales set for surge By: Mike Torpey 


ELECTRIC power could be the dominant form of propulsion for all 
new cars sold in the UK as early as 2027. And according to a forecast 
by government and industry-backed campaign Go Ultra Low more 
than 1.3m electric cars will be registered each year. The campaign 
collated data from multiple electric car sales reports and forecasts 
and its conclusions have been backed by motoring publication Auto 
Express, which has reported record high scores for EVs in its car 
owner survey Driver Power. Electric cars topped the overall best 
car tables and performed strongly in ease of driving and running 
costs categories, among others. Auto Express chief Steve Fowler 
said: “The positivity and appreciation of electric vehicles by their 
owners in this year’s Driver Power survey is suggestive of a step- 
change in public perception of these vehicles. “We are moving 
towards a tipping point for electrically-powered cars, so it’s entirely 
possible that by 2027 these vehicles will dominate the market as the 
top choice for new car buyers.” The Plug-in Car Grant began in 
2011 with just over 1,000 annual registrations of plug-in cars. Since 
then record-breaking volumes of EVs have been registered every 


year and 2015 saw more than 28,000 electric cars registered. This year 
started with the best period for EV uptake since records began, with UK 
buyers registering the equivalent of one electric car every 13 minutes. 
And with vehicle manufacturers introducing more electric and 
plug-in hybrid models, the new car market is accelerating towards 
a point where Go Ultra Low feels plug-in power will overtake petrol 
and diesel as the dominant fuel type. Poppy Welch, head of Go 
Ultra Low, said: “The huge interest in electric vehicles and their 
subsequent rapid rise in uptake has been spectacular so far, with 
more than 60,000 EVs registered in the past five years. “These 
rises are just the start of the electric revolution as Go Ultra Low 
analysis suggests that electric vehicles could dominate the new 
car market as early as 2027.” Go Ultra Low analysed a series of 
market forecasts and trends for plug-in vehicle uptake considering 
forecasts by government, the Committee on Climate Change, the

FORD SWITCHES UP THE ST STYLE By : Mike Torpey 



FORD has lifted the wraps on its sporty Mondeo ST Line model, the latest in a new range 
inspired by Ford Performance vehicles. The newcomer features sport suspension and body 
styling, unique alloy wheel designs plus sport seats, a perforated leather steering wheel and 
alloy pedals. It joins the Fiesta and Focus ST-Line models on display at the Goodwood Festival 
of Speed this weekend, where Ford is showing a range of performance vehicles ranging from the 
GT Le Mans race car to the new Fiesta ST200 hot hatch. Fiesta and Focus ST-Line have both 
been available to order since earlier this month and are designed for enthusiasts who want the 
hot hatch image without the full-on performance delivered by optimised ST engines and chassis. 

Up for grabs in five-door and estate body styles, the Mondeo ST-Line comes with a honeycomb 
design for the upper and lower front grilles in high-gloss black, LED daytime running lamps 
with light tube styling and new rectangular fog lamps. Buyers also get a front bumper lip spoiler 
and sculptured side-skirts in the car’s body colour, a sports rear bumper with high-gloss black 
diffuser-style insert, silver tailpipe surrounds and lowered suspension. That’s in addition to new 
18 or 19-inch metallic grey alloy wheels, sports seats with red stitching, a perforated leather ST- 
style steering wheel and, in the case of the estate, a rear roof spoiler. The engine range includes 
a 2.0-litre TDCi diesel with 150PS and six-speed manual or six-speed PowerShift automatic 
transmission offering from 112g/km of C02 emissions and 65.7mpg economy. There’s also 
a 180PS 2.0-litre diesel with the same transmissions and capable of returning 62.8mpg and 
emissions of 117g/km. Automatic models also get steering wheel-mounted paddle shifters and 
four-wheel drive. Ford vice-president Roelant de Waard said: “The new Mondeo ST-Line is 
our sportiest Mondeo since we introduced the ST220 model in 2002. It adds another dimension 
to the broad Mondeo line-up that offers options from the fuel-efficient MondeoECOnetic and 
Mondeo Hybrid models, to the exclusive and upscale MondeoVignale. “This year we expect 
to sell 40,000 performance cars in Europe, a 50 per cent increase compared with 2015, which 
in turn saw performance car sales rise by 61 per cent compared with 2014.” Prices have yet to 
be announced.

Richard Gleeson’s exceptional 
form for Northamptonshire in 
the NatWest T20 Blast has been 
rewarded after the paceman 
signed a three-year permanent 
contract with the county. 

The contract will commence 
next year, with Gleeson currently 
playing for Northants on an indi¬ 
vidual match deal basis while 
holding down a job as a commu¬ 
nity coach with the Lancashire 
Cricket Board. 

He has played in all three for¬ 
mats this season, but it is in T20 
where he has proven to be a reve¬ 
lation, with an outstanding econ¬ 


omy rate of 4.68 from his four 
matches so far. 

Northants head coach David 
Ripley announced he wanted to 
keep the 28-year-old on a longer 
contract after the Steelbacks’ six- 
wicket win over Leicestershire 
just over a week ago, in which he 
took 3-20. 

Gleeson topped this by claiming 
3-12 against Birmingham Bears 
last Friday, while he has also taken 
16 wickets in the County 
Championship this season, 
including that of England Test 
captain Alastair Cook. 

Ripley said: “Richard’s bowling 
figures speak for themselves. He 
has made a huge impact on the 
games in which he has played. 

“I believe there is a lot more to 
come from him and I am pleased 
he is going to be a more perma¬ 
nent part of our future. I would 


like to thank the Lancashire 
Cricket Board for allowing Richard 
the opportunity to play this sum¬ 
mer and earn a contract.” 

Ripley was alerted to Gleeson by 
former Northants spinner James 
Middlebrook after he impressed 
while playing against his 
Bedfordshire side for Cumberland 
last year. 

He began to play for the county’s 
second XI, for whom he took 7-72 
against Derbyshire, before mak¬ 
ing his first class debut against the 
touring Australians last August. 

He was to serve notice of his tal¬ 
ent in that match by taking the 
wickets of both Shaun Marsh and 
Mitchell Marsh. 

Commenting on his new con¬ 
tract, Gleeson said: “It’s great to 
become a more permanent part of 
the squad. I have enjoyed my 
games so far and I’m obviously 


pleased that I’ve made a positive 
impact. 

“To be able to play and develop 
my cricket with the coaches and 
otherplayers atNorthamptonshire 
is such an exciting prospect and I 
hope we can carry on fighting 
hard and winning matches.” 

■ Northamptonshire’s County 
Championship match with 
Derbyshire at Chesterfield was 
abandoned without a ball being 
bowled due to a sodden outfield 
making play impossible. 

This was the first abandonment 
involving Northants in the 
Championship since 1981 and, in 
truth it was hard to argue with the 
decision of umpires of Ian 
Blackwell and Neil Mallender. 

After play was ruled out on the 
morning of the first three days, 
the match was finally abandoned 
at around 2:40pm yesterday.

Mallinder expecting a tough ride in Europe

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
was left to reflect on a tricky 
pool after Northampton Saints 
found out their first fixtures of 
the season following last week’s 
draw for the 2016/17 European 
Champions Cup. 

Leinster, Montpellier and 
Castres were placed alongside 
Saints in Pool 4, with the actual 
fixtures to be confirmed at a 
later date in August. 

Mallinder has faced all three 
teams before during his time in 
charge at Franklin’s Gardens 
and knows Northampton’s task 
matching their achievement of 
reaching the quarter finals from 
last season will not be an easy 
one. 

“It is a tough draw for us, but 
every group is tough in the 
Champions Cup,” Mallinder 
said. “We’ve come up against 
Leinster and Castres regularly 


in the past few years and had 
some memorable games against 
both clubs. 

“I don’t think anyone has for¬ 
gotten any of the matches 
against Leinster, which of 
course include the final in 2011 
and our win in the Aviva 
Stadium in 2013. They have a lot 
of top players in their squad and 
reached the semi-finals of the 
Pro 12 this year. 

“We know what to expect from 
Castres as well. Like every 
French club they will be big and 
physical and the Stade Pierre 
Antoine is a hostile environ¬ 
ment. It’s been a long time since 
we’ve played Montpellier, a club 
that has come a long way since 
we played them in the Challenge 
Cup in 2008/09. 

“Jake White is an experienced 
international coach who has 
given Montpellier a winning 
culture that we all saw recently 
when they beat Harlequins to 


win the Challenge Cup a few 
weeks ago.” 

The match at Montpellier 
means a return to a former club 
for Saints’ new number 8, 

France international Louis 
Picamoles, who has signed from 
Toulouse. 

Northampton will find out 
their fixtures for the 2016/17 
Aviva Premiership season this 
morning, as they look to 
improve on last season’s fifth 
placed finish. 

It was the first occasion they 
had finished outside of the play¬ 
off places since 2009 and they 
know a fast start is needed this 
time if they aren’t to repeat the 
mistakes of last season when the 
campaign begins on the week¬ 
end commencing on Friday 3rd 
September.

Silverstone ready for 
more drama this year 


FORMULA ONE 


The 2016 British Grand Prix has a hard 
act to follow after Lewis Hamilton’s thrill¬ 
ing victory on the final lap ahead of 
Mercedes teammate Nico Rosberg in 
Austria last week. 

But if any track is capable of replicating 
that drama then it’s the world-famous cir¬ 
cuit at Silverstone. Here’s how the last five 
races went down... 

2015 - Hamilton won from pole position, 
but don’t be fooled into thinking this was 
a procession for the Brit, who was over¬ 
taken on the opening lap by Williams’ 
Felipe Massa. 

But the defending champion regained 
the lead after Massa pitted on lap 23 and 
he was eventually first past the chequered 
flag, 11 seconds ahead of Rosberg to move 
17 points clear in the Drivers’ 
Championship. 

2014 - The race started in dramatic fash¬ 
ion as a high-speed crash involving 
Ferrari’s Kimi Raikkonen on the opening 
lap forced it to be red flagged, with the 
Finn thankfully escaping with just bruis¬ 
ing to his ankles. 

After an hour’s delay, Rosberg assumed 
the lead but was forced to relinquish it 
after 29 laps due to gearbox failure and 
Hamilton, who began sixth on the grid, 
took full advantage as he cruised to victo¬ 
ry ahead of Valtteri Bottas by 30 seconds. 

2013 - Hamilton started on pole but a 
blowout to his left-rear tyre on the sev¬ 
enth lap forced him to the back of the race 
as he limped to the pit. 

Vettel, chasing a fourth consecutive 
world title, moved into the lead and held 
it until lap 42 when his gearbox failed and 
the safety car was introduced as a result. 

In what amounted to a seven-lap sprint 
following its withdrawal, Rosberg moved 
ahead and held on to win by just 0.7 sec¬ 
onds ahead of Mark Webber. 

2012 - A bit of a slow-burner as Fernando 
Alonso led from pole until four laps to go 
when Webber, who had been gradually 
chasing him down, made his move by 
using DRS on the Wellington straight. 

Alonso attempted to overtake the 
Australian in the next few corners but 
Webber held on to win by three seconds 
and claim his second victory at 
Silverstone in three years. 

2011 - Webber began on pole before being 
beaten to the first corner by Red Bull 
teammate Vettel, but when both he and 
Alonso pitted after 27 laps, an error by the 
former’s team allowed the latter to take 
the lead. 

The Spaniard then stormed to victory by 
16.5 seconds with Webber finishing third 
behind Vettel after ignoring team orders 
not to pass him.

BOXING 


Northampton’s Drew Brown will be looking to 
make it two wins from two fights in his fledg¬ 
ling professional career when he faces 
Rochester’s Sonny Whiting this weekend. 

Brown was victorious on his pro debut in his 
hometown at The Deco against Kevin 
McCauley back in April and the 20-year-old 
super welterweight’s latest test will come on 
Saturday at the Tudor Grange Leisure Centre 
in Solihull. 

He has been taking his step into the profes¬ 
sional ranks very seriously, as he has been 
preparing by training four nights a week at 
Far Cotton ABC, for whom he boxed as an 
amateur. 

In addition, Brown has been heading to 
Pegg’s Gym in Birmingham every Wednesday 
night and Sunday morning, where he is 
coached by Spencer McCracken, brother of 
Great Britain performance director Rob 
McCracken. 

Head coach at Far Cotton John Daly said: 
“Drew goes on the attack and is a real crowd 
pleaser but we [himself and McCracken] want 
to see him box a bit more as he’s in longer 
fights now. 

“He’s a confident lad and I’m really pleased 
with his work-rate - he’s a strong lad who 
knows he can’t mess about at this level.”

‘Some players still join 
the fat club’ says Harbin

Northampton Town’s 
players began pre-season 
training last Friday and 
the club’s new perfor¬ 
mance coach John Harbin 
admits he expected to see 
different levels of fitness 
upon their return. 

The squad underwent 
individual fitness tests last 
Thursday before taking 
part in their first training 
session at Moulton College 
the following afternoon. 

Harbin, whose back¬ 
ground was in rugby league 
and boxing before getting 
involved in football, was 
the first member of staff 
brought into the club fol¬ 
lowing Rob Page’s appoint¬ 
ment as manager in May. 

They first met during 
Page’s playing days at 
Coventry City and Harbin 
is looking forward to work¬ 
ing with him again, having 
already done so at his pre¬ 
vious club Port Vale. 

When asked about what 
he feels has changed when 
it comes to player fitness at 
this time of year Harbin 
said: “One thing I have 
found in the modern day, 
some players will come 
back almost ready to play 
again this weekend. 

“The average guy will 
need a couple of weeks to 
top up, but there’ll still be 
some down at the bottom 
end, who will join the ‘fat 
club’. 

“That happens at every 
club, so we can judge them 
by the tests we give them.” 

Harbin brings with him a 
wealth of experience at 
Oldham, Crystal Palace, 
Charlton, QPR, Swansea 
and Plymouth as well as 
the clubs already men¬ 
tioned. 

Because of his extensive 
V CV, the 69-year-old 


accepts thatNorthampton’s 
players are probably 
already aware of his meth¬ 
ods through mutual 
acquaintances. 

Harbin said: “The one 
thing I’ve found out is, with 
the network of players, 
there are no secrets in foot¬ 
ball. These players will 
know what I’m like already 
through contacts at other 
clubs. 

“So they know me already, 
they’ve just got to experi¬ 
ence it, that’s all, and that’ll 
start pretty soon.” 

Pre-season training has 
come on a lot in the last 25 
years - long gone are the 
days where the first couple 
of weeks would be taken up 
almost solely by a series of 
gruelling runs. 

More emphasis is placed 
on working with the ball 
now, but Harbin believes 
some of the old ways are 
still of use in preparing the 
Cobblers’ players for the 
campaign ahead. 

He said: “They’ll be happy 
with part of what we’re 
going to do and they’ll be 
unhappy with some of the 
other parts. 

“I was once described as 
‘the last of the old brigade’ 
and a paper the next day 
said I was ‘the first of the 
new brigade’ so I thought 
that was a good compli¬ 
ment, really. 

“I haven’t discarded a lot 
of the old methods. I think 
some of the stuff they did 
mentally toughened peo¬ 
ple up. 

“I’m a firm believer in 
modern-day sport science, 
but having said that, there 
are still some of the old 
methods that test people 
out mentally - not too 
many of the new methods 
test them out mentally. 

“They’re certainly a lot 
more specific for the game, 
but I still believe in one or 
two of the old methods, 
which will test them out. It 
doesn’t do them any harm.”
